He 
wanted the collection oMde and the 
B^mey placed in the hands of a disin- 
teNSted person. He had sized up the 
crowd and obtained an impression that 
Silverthorn bad too many sympathizers 
and that there was a possibility^of his 
being mulcted even though he won the 
flght. The agreement provided that 
if Calderwood stood up before Silver­ 
thorn four rounds he was to receive 60 
per cent of the gate receipts, and the 
defeated fighter 40 per cent.

STATE FINANCES. 


The Last Legislature Cost the Peo­ 
ple Over SI 2 5 ,0 0 0 . 


L a n s in g , August 24.—There is « 
vast amount of information that is of 
interest and importance to the tax 
payers of Michigan in the report of 
State Treasurer Steel for the last fis­ 
cal year, inasmuch as it sets forth in 
detail the financial transactions of the 
state for that period. 


The receipts of the year from all 
sources were $3,603,129.57, and the dis­ 
bursements $3,731,663.96. The balance 
at the close of the year was $783,888.04, 
as against $912,422.43 in 1896. 


The condition of the several funds 
at the close of the year was as follows: 
Balance in general fund, $540,027.27: 
Agricultural college interest fund, $37,- 
374.40; Normal school interest fund, 
$989.18; prinmry school interest fund, 
$110.233.63; university interest fund, 
$19,816^84: 
sundry deposits account, 
$5,519.50; St. Mary s canal fund, $68,- 
927.12. 


The outstanding bonds of the state 
now are $10,U9;&83 past due five million 
liaa bonds, which bear no interest. 


The trust fund debt is as follows: 
Ai?ricultural college fund, $569,951.82; 
normal school fund, $65,945.12, primary 
school fund, 5 i)er cent, $829,069.38; pri­ 
mary school fund, 7 per cent, 13,815,- 
457.69, 
university fund, $529,621.59; 
total, $0,810,045.60. 


The general fund disbursements of 
$2J17,693d4 included all the appropri­ 
ations for the state institutions for the 
iear. Otber of the more important 
terns are as follows: Support of the 
insane, $502,063.08; awards of board of 
state auditors, 1181,374.69; supjiort of 
militia, $51,665.64; salaries of state oiti- 
cers clerks and judg^es of courts, $370,- 
62<i.83; expense of sales and collecting 
delinquent state tax, $61,967.75; per 
diem, mileage, stationary and other 
expenses of the last legislature, $125,- 
330.33. 


No legislative appropriation for the 
current expenses of the penal institu- 
' tions of the state is made, these institu- 


tions being permitted to draw from the 
state treasury whatever may be neces­ 
sary for this purpose. 
The amounts 
drawn during the year were as follows: 
State house of correetion, $58,000; state 
Ison, $16,000; Marquette prison, $36,- 
0. The balancé of the expense was 
paid out of the earnings.

**ln teaching correct breathing I had 
to investigate the condition of the nasal 
passages. Then f fonnd that wherever 
the person was pigeontoed in the rfght 
foot the right nostril was stopped np or 
otherwise deformed. It was the same 
with the left foot or nostril If both 
nostrils, were defective, both feet were 
pigeontoed. 


‘ At one time I examined S6 persons, 
and every one of them was pigeontoed 
in the left foot, with a corresponding 
defect in the left noatriL .At another 
time I examined over 40 with a view to 
testing my discovery. Some of them bad 
well developed nostrils and were not at 
all plgeontoed. Some had overwide 
nostrils, with overwide angles at the 
feet to correspond. 


** Girls I fonnd more generally and 
worse pigeoDtoed than boys.

Another discovery is that with the 
defective nostrils were fonnd invariably 
stooped shonlders and hollow chests, the 
stoop and hollow always bearing a 
direct ratio with the defect In extreme 
cases there was an ngly protmsion of 
the abdomen, a tenden^ to draw back 
and upward the npper li^ exposing the 
teeth, that have also an nnalghUj pro- 
tmding tendency.

According to Dr.' Austin Allibone, 
there are six known copies of tha.]ia8a- 
rin Bible 0» vellum, one cl which la the 
volume found in thellaaarin library. 
The copiea bn vellum, however, are later 
than the copiea on paper, 61 of which 
ara known to be In existence. There is 
a vellum copy of tbe Bible in the Brit­ 
ish museum and a paper copy In tbe 
Lenox library of tbis city. Tbe present 
value of a perfect copy of the Maaarin 
Bible on paper is about |16,000, and 
these on vellum are valued at about 
180,000. 
ftactically, however, their 
value la a variable ql|antlty, depending 
on what the book collectors are willing 
to give for them.

When Ratchford intimated 
that a universal strike and a demand for 
eight-hour day and a readjustment of 
the wage question would be the result 
of the St. Ijo uIs convention Colonel Rend 
replied by calling Ratchford a villain, 
traitor, blackguard and anarchist. With 
emphasis he told him^ that seven an­ 
archists had been hung in Chicago, and 
all were better than he; that if he pre­ 
cipitated an Insurrection in this country 
he would be hung and when he was hung 
he (Rend) wanted to pull the rope 
Lionel Rend left the conference in a 
ragt. 


Then the Work Began. 


Then Uie conference got down to work. 
President Ratchford made an apology 
for some of the statements he had made 
and Dolan made a statement that hif 
position was almost -similar to that of 
Ratchford. The operators then decided 
that a committee be appointed to meet 
with the miners* officials and if possible 
come to some agreement. A short con­ 
ference was held with the committee and 
It was agreed to meet at 8 p. m. and if 
possible arrive at some conclusion. Ths 
conference was held and It lasted for 
several hours. Propositions were made 
and discussed and an adjournment taken 
until 10 o’clock this morning without a 
conclusion being reached. The point at 
f^BSue Is the rate of wages which shall be 
paid pending the decision of the board of 
arbitrators. 


iCatchford “Allude« at” Rend. 


In the course of a statement Ratch­ 
ford made last night he said: "If I am 
a traitor to the cause of labor why 
should Colonel Rend and I disagree? 
Rend accused John McBride of selling 
the strike of 1894; he accused Phil Penna, 
whom I succeeded, of being a coal oper­ 
ator and working in leagi^e with opera­ 
tors. It is the mo“t natural thing that 
he should accuse me after disagreement 
I am not the least bit alarmed about 
Rend’s accu.«?ation. 
I 
would 
have as 
soon have him accuse me as to have his 
friendship. John Nugent, of Ohio, and 
Pat Dolan, of Pitsburg, were also among 
the accused men. In fact everybody who 
has ever served in an oflicial capacity 
has been accused l>y Rend whenever he 
failed to agree with him.”

Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 24.—Eugene 
V. Deb.s yesterday i.ssued a call ‘‘To the

In order, then, to 
get your advice and assistance at this 
trying time we are eai^nestly requesting 
you In the name of American manhood 
and our childrens' future liberty to 
meet In conference with us on TuesrJay 
evening. Aug. 24, 1897." This Is signed 
by J. P. Dolan and William Warner» of 
the Mine Workers. 


The call Is Indorsed by Paul St. Peter, 
secretary of the Window Glass Work- 
11. P. Carraok, general president 
of the Brotherhood of Painters and 
Decorators; W. J. Smith, president of 
thé American Flint Glass Workers: N. 
M. Garland, president of the Amalga­ 
mated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers, and J. D. McFarland, of the 
Knights of Labor. 
“The shooting at 
Oak Hill,'* said Secretary Warner, 
“shows beyond a doubt that what I said 
to Judge Stowe at the Injunction hear­ 
ings was true. The Intimidation Is all 
practiced by the other side. Men are 
encouraged to go and attack those who 
will not work. We have not intimidated 
the company’s men. They do not want 
to go to work for the wages they gt:t 
and when they refuse Are arms are to

gevernl ChangM in tho Situation but Noth! 
ima Ing Startling Hnpponlng. 


St. Louis, Aug. 24.—Specials to The 
Republic from different sections of the 
Illinois coal flelds show the various 
changes that have taken place during 
the past twenty-four hours. At Fair- 
bury the band of striking coal miners 
which has been camping near that city 
since Saturday night apparently has 
gained its point, as the miners at both 
the Co-operative and Walton Brothers 
shafts came out at noon yesterday, and 
Joined the strikers. 


The only development in’ the strike 
situation at Decatur was the discovery 
by the leaders of the Springfield strikers 
that during the night most of the men 
from 
that city had packed up and 
marched home. 
A meeting was held 
last night, but it is not expected that 
anything to encourage the strikers 're­ 
sulted from It. Miners at the Lincoln 
shafts were notified to remove their 
tools.

Wliat JudgH T«irliiiii« Ha« to Say of His 
Kxperieiiceit in Tiiat State. 


Lebanon, Ind., Aug. 24.—Judge Thom­ 
as J. Terhune, of this city, the commis­ 
sioner appointed by Governor Mount to 
investigate the condition and grievances 
of the striking coal miners of this state, 
delivered an address on the subject be­ 
fore a large audience at the Methodist 
church Sunday night. 
His description 
of the scenes of distress and 
want 
which came to his notice while visiting 
the mining camps was touching to the 
extremé. Judge Terhune said In part: 
“The cause of the striking miners is one 
which must appeal to the sympathy of 
ill who are acquainted with their condi­ 
tion and grievances.

"That their cause is Just none can 
deny. A few years ago they received 
tl.si per ton. Now the wages paid for 
ordinary pick mining In Indiana, after

A good miner 
ean probably take out three tons a day. 
They art allowed to work only two or 
three days per week, and that under 
most discouraging conditions.

STltlKEItS ItlDE TRAIL'S FKKE. 


In 
How tho iHeii ut the Oak iflll Milieu 
Oliio Wer« Uroii^ht Out. 


Cincinnati, Aug. 24.—A special to Tlie 
Commercial-Trlbune from Wellston, O., 
says: Seven hundred miners, headed by 
three brass bands, flagged 
a 
mixed 
freight and passenger train on the Cin­ 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad 
yeterday morning at a crossing In the 
southern part of this city. 
The train 
came to a stop and was boarded by the 
men; then the trainmen refused to pro­ 
ceed and backed their train back to the 
station, where they were ordered by the 
officials of the road to proceed. The min­ 
ers were en route to Oak Hill, where 
there was a mine in full operation. Ar­ 
riving at Oak Hill the strikers marched 
to the mine and demanded that the men 
come out. This the men did. but not be­ 
fore being assured that no harm was 
intended if they conducted thniselves 
right. 


The men then held a meeting and In­ 
formed the strikers that they would not 
work until the strike was settled. They 
were then compelled to march with the 
strikers through the principal streets of 
Oak Hill. 
Returning to Wellston, the 
strikers captured a Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern freight train. 
Its con­ 
ductor at first refused to move th^ train, 
but went on to Wellston when informed 
that the miners were going to stay on 
board until he did move. 
This is the 
second time that the strikers have taken 
the men out of Oak Hill and they In­ 
formed them that If they were com­ 
pelled to make a third trip they would 
n^ke it unpleasant for them. Trouble 
Is fe a r^ If any further attempt to mine 
coal la made.

DIAGNCNIIS BY GESTURE.

A medical paper In a recent issue has 
described the eharaeteristic movements 
of the limbs made by persons snff^ng 
from different diseases. The gestures of 
the patient when asked to locate his 
pain not only indicate ita sest, bnt de- 
seribe its eharacter. Thna, if the pain 
be in the chest and distributed over a 
large area the sufferer sweeps the p^im 
of his hand over his chest with a clr- 
cnlar moUon. bnt should the pain be 
local he flrst draws his hand away firom 
the body and then, with the Index fin­ 
ger outs^tohed and the others curved 
cantiously. approachee the spot where 
the tronble Is. In appendicitis he holds 
the palm of the hand over tbediseassd 
area without tonching the skin. When 
suffering from violent ntelnflsmmatory 
pains, the patient slaps the abdomen. 
A child who complains of continuous 
pain In the stomach, when there Is no 
tenderness on pressure is probably 
aflllcted with dissase of the spine. In 
hip joint disease the pain will be re­ 
ferred to at a point inside the knee. With 
violent diffused noninflammatory pain 
in the 1^ the patient grasps t^ limb 
affected. If it be a shooting pain, he 
will point at the place with one finger. 


The pain of hepatic neuralgia or 
shiuglefi is indicated with the thumb 
or forefinger. Jo joint pains the patient 
approaches the seat of trouble cautiously 
with the hand flat. 


A curious hujtQ in qaoted of a patient 
complaining of a severe headaohe. Be­ 
ing asking in what part of the head it 
was, he answered, “ The top," and 
when further questioned as to the eiaot 
spot pressed bis finger on the side above 
the chock bone. This he did three times, 
though declaring that the seat of the 
pain was essctly on the top of the head.

Lonis Xlll 
wrote a bom i nuble French, and lie had 
vague notions of ortliograpliy. His ar- 
tiol^H were corrected and often entirely 
rearranged by a secretary named Lucas, 
who copied them, sending to Richelieu 
the DOW manuscript. Richelieu exam­ 
ined it in his turn and often introduced 
additional corrections. At the siege of 
Corbie the king wrote a few lines eulo­ 
gistic of the cardinal, bnt afterward 
crossed them out of his article. Riche­ 
lieu wrote them in again, and so they 
appeared in the Gazette de France.—

After a rainy night splendid 
weather prevailed. The flhal prepara­ 
tions at Peterhof were completed yes­ 
terday morning. The. magnlflcenC park 
between the palace and the sea wae 
gloriously decorated with the. flags of 
Russia and IVance« The latter were to 
be seen flying everywhere, p r in tin g 
flne picture from the sea. with the 
cascade falling in front ot \ti» palace, 
combined ijrlth the beautiful marble ter­ 
races and ornamented gilt statues. The 
streets of Peterhof were crowded from 
early morning and were gay with court 
equipages. 
Contrary to Russian cus­ 
tom. the people were allowed to enter 
the park and to line the route followed 
by President Faure and the other high 
personages. 


Cmr Henm from the Preeldent. 


At 9 o'clocg In the morning a message 
announced that the French squadron 
was thirteen miles distant, and a Cos­ 
sack 
was 
Imniedlately 
dispatched 
at 
a 
gallop 
to 
convey 
• the 
news to the csar at the Peterhof pal­ 
ace. Another and similar dispatch soon 
followed ft'om Cronstadt and then the 
csar emerged from the palace, entered 
carriage drawn by two gray horses, 
and drove to the landing stage. The 
imperial party embarked on board the 
Alexandria. The Grand Duke Alexis on 
board the Hlsstrola, proceeded ahead. 
The Grand Duke Alexis went alongside 
the Pothuau, on board of which was 
the French president, and welcomed the 
latter to Russia In the name of the 
csar. 


Faure Cioee to Meet NIcholn*. 


A large fleet of pleasure steamers had 
by that time assembled In the roads 
and the most Intense enthusiasm w^as 
manifested when the Grand DukeAlexU 
and President Faure left the Pothuau 
and proceeded to the Alexandria. The 
csar awaited the president at the top 
of the Alexandria's gangway and the 
moment M. Faure set foot on the deck 
of the imperial yacht warm embraces» 
were exchanged t>etween the csar and 
the president, which were the signal ^or 
storm of cheering, waving of hand­ 
kerchiefs and other marks of popular 
and enthusiastic delight. 
The sailor» 
manned ship at the same time and gave 
the regulation cheers for the csar and 
his guest. 


Kttlem Talk nnd Smoke. 


His majesty when the exchange of 
salutations had been ended Invited the 
president to the after deck of the Alex­ 
andria and offered him cigars. There­ 
upon they both lighted cigars and en­ 
gaged in cordial conversation. 
While 
President Faure was telling the csar 
about 
his 
voyage 
the 
Alexandria 
reached the landing stage and the two 
rulers were received by a crowd of 
Russian dignitaries. A procession was 
formed and proceeded to the Peterhof 
palace escorted by CosgackH. The route 
to the palace was lined with troops and 
behind the soldiers were massed enthu 
linstlc crowds of people who were frantic 
in their acclamations. Arriving at th« 
palace President Faure was duly wel­ 
comed. 
Later he w'as driven to the 
Alexandria palace where he had lunch­ 
eon with the czarina.

**Yon can tell a pigeontoed pcttOB 
wlthont looking at his feet or sselBg 
him walk. The diseovety waa nade bj 
me Ib 1891 while teaching physical 
enltnie. 1 fonnd a itnbbotn awkward­ 
ness in the movementa of my pnpils* 
feet. Looking for the eanse, 1 found 
that many of them were pigeontoed. 
In others one foot wai ooneet and the 
other turned in. 


**Ib teaching correct breathing 1 had 
to investigate the condition of the nasal 
passages Then I found that wherever 
the person was pigeontoed in the right 
foot the right nostril was stopped np or 
otherwise deformed. It was the same 
with the left foot or nottrlL If both 
nostrils were defective, both ftat were 
pigeontoed. 


At one time I eiamined 96 persoBS, 
and every one of them was pigeontoed 
in the left foot> with a corteqionding 
defect in the left uostrii At another 
time I examined over 40 with a view to 
tf sting my discovery. Some of them bad 
well developed nostrils and were not at 
all pigeontoed. Some had overwlde 
nostrils, with overwide anglea at the 
feet to correspond. 


"Girls I fonnd more generally and 
worse pigeontoed than boys. The per­ 
son who has a whialng or sBnflling 
voice is nsnally plgeoatoed 
**ABOther discovery Is that with the 
defective nostrils were fonnd invariably 
stooped shonlders and hollow chests, the 
stoop and hollow alwaya bearing a 
direct ratio with the defect. In extiene 
eases there was an ngly piotmalon of 
the abdomeB, a^tendency to draw baok 
and upward the upper lip, exposing the 
teeth, that have also an nnslght^ pro- 
trpding tendeney.

The children of tha marriage are the 
hnsbaBd's if he chooses to have them, 
but if he does not care to perform a fa 
ther’s duty the wife must support them. 
If he Is nnfhithfnl to her, she cannot di­ 
vorce him (in England) unless he has 
also committed the ungentlemanly sin 
of personal cruelty, and in all cases of 
divorce and separation it is a man's 
reading of the man made laws that en­ 
tirely decides not only the case, but the 
consequences, as to the custody of the 
children and the amount of alimony. 
And if, despairing of justice, the faith 
ful wife endures patiently through life 
for the sake of her children's future, 
the English law permits an unfaithful 
husband and father at death to will 
away every penny of his property from 
his wife and children to a charity, a 
stranger or a mistress, possibly leaving 
those whom the law made his depeud- 
ents dependent on the ratepayers of his 
parish. This is not possible in Scotland, 
nor was it formerly possible in England. 
The law of dower protected the widow 
until this century, when men tinkered 
the laws so as to giUn a lar^r latitude 
for themselves. The operation of this 
masculine privilege often gives oppor 
tnnity for cruel oppression not dreamed 
of by right minded men. In fact, it is 
only because the large majority of meii 
are better than the laws allow them to 
be that society is possible.—Humanita

Mlner.s at the Lincoln 
shafts were notlfled to remove their 
tools. The Decatur anil Mount Pulaski 
mines are still running and the Lincoln 
local market is being supplied from the 
latter point. 


Part of the men have returned to the 
pits of the Tayiorville Coal compary 
and the indications are that there will 
be a full resumption within a few days. 
The mine operators at Duquoin pub­ 
lished a card notifying all their cm- 
ploytf.s that unless they are in their 
places 
ready to work by 
tomorrow 
morning they must take out their tools. 
The organized miners have decided to 
continue the strike. Two hundred inin- 
er.s from O'Fallon, Troy.

Cincinnati, Aug. 24.—A special to The 
Commerclal-Tribune from Wellston, O., 
saya: Seven hundred miners, headed by 
three brass bands, flagged 
a 
mixed 
freight and pa.ssenger train on the Cin­ 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad 
yeterday morning at a crossing in the 
southern part of this city. 
The train 
came to a stop and was boarded by the 
men: then the trainmen refused to pro­ 
ceed and backed their train back to the 
station, where they were ordered by the 
officials of the road to proceed. The min­ 
ers were en route to Oak Hill, where 
there was a mine in full operation. Ar­ 
riving at Oak Hill the strikers marched 
to the mine and demanded that the men 
come out. This the men did, but not be­ 
fore being assured that no harm was 
Intended if they conducted thmselves 
right. 


The men then held a meeting and in­ 
formed the strikers that they would not 
work until the strike was settled. They 
were then compelled to march with the 
strikers through the principal streets of 
Oak Hill. 
Returning to Wellston, the 
strikers captured a Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern freight train. 
Its con­ 
ductor at first refused to move the train, 
but went on to Wellston when Informed 
that the miners were going to stay on 
board until he did move. 
This Is the 
second time that the strikers have taken 
the men out of Oak Hill and they in­ 
formed ih<|m that If they were com­ 
pelled to make a third trip they would 
make it unpleasant for them. Trouble

Professor William Pritchard of the 
Royal College of Veterinary 8nrgeon% 
London, and for 80 years professor at 
the Royal Veterinary college, Csmden 
Town,' had heard the previous evidence 
and agreed that the operation tortures 
the animal and Is nnnecesssry. 


Professor Cox, Fellow of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons and tot 
some time its president, said, *'ln my 
opinion dishorning Is extremely ctnel 
and quite unnecessary. ** 


Professor J. Macqueen. for ten yean 
professor at the Glasgow College of 
Veterinary Surgeons and afterward at 
the Royal Veterinary college, Camden 
Town, said: **The operation is not 
neceswiry, and. If performed at all, 
should be done on the animal before It 
is 6 or 8 months old. That prevents the 
horns growing, and the operation is 
comparatively painless. " —Our Animal 
Friends.

DIAGNOSIS BY GESTURE, 


DImmm Prodvc* ChMMtovtotl« 
M«««aMaU of tli* Umbm. 


A medical paper In a recent Issue has 
described the characteristic movements 
qf the limbs made by persons suffering 
from different diseases. The gestures c3 
the patient when asked to locate bis 
pain not only indicate its seat, but de­ 
scribe its character. Thns, if the pain 
be in the ohest and distributed over a 
large area the sufferer sweeps the palm 
of his hand over bis chest with a cir­ 
cular motion, hnl should the pain be 
local he first draws his hand away from 
the body and then, with the index fin­ 
ger outstretched and the others curved 
cautiously, approaches the spot where 
the trouble la In appendicitis he holds 
the palm of the hand over the diseased 
area without touching the skin. When 
suffering from violent noninflammatory 
pains, tha patient slaps t^e abdomen. 
A child who complains of continuous 
pain in the stomach, when there is no 
tenderness . on pressure is probably 
afflicted with disease of the spine. In 
hip joint disease the pain will be re­ 
ferred to at a point inside the knee. With 
violent diffused noninflammatory pain 
in the leg the patient grasps the limb 
afTf^ctcd. If it be a shooting pain, he 
will point at the place with one finger. 


The pain of hepatic neuralgia or 
shingles is indicated with the thumb 
or forefinger. In joint pains the patient 
approaches the seat of trouble cautiously 
with the hand flat. 


A curious ea^e jg quoted of a patient 
complaining of a severe headaohe. Be­ 
ing asking in what part of the head it 
was, lie answered, 
“ The top," and 
when further questioned as to the exact 
spot pressed his finger on the side above 
the cheek bone. This he did three times, 
though deelariuK that the seat of the 
pain was exactly on the top of the head« 
The cause of the trouble was found to 
be a bad tooth.

The first reporter of France was Louis 
X in 
The National library possesses 
tlie manusoripts of 80 articles written 
by that king.

cles were published in the Quasette de 
France. The “ copy.” however, did not 
go directly to the printer. Louis XIII 
wrote abominable French, and he had 
vngue notions of orthography. His ar­ 
ticles were corrected and often entirely 
rearranged by a secretary named Lucas, 
who copied them, sending to Richelieu 
the new manuscript. Richelieu exam 
ined it in his turn and often introduced 
additional corrections. At the siege of 
Corbie the king wrote a few lines eulo 
gistic of the cardinal, but afterward 
eroHsed them out of his article. Riche­ 
lieu wrote them in again,* and so they 
appeared in tlie Gaaette de France. •
